, snares to catch law breakers for the sake 
I of the hea ry rewards, and spyiug and 
rueaking around in a wary particularly 
distasteful to the English m ind. In con­ 
sequence they suffered iu their turn. 
The mere cry, 
“ Liquor spy!” 
w ai 
enough to raise a mob iu the London 
streets, aud the inform er was lucky if 
he escaped w ith a sound thrashing and 
a ducking iu tbe Tham es or the nearest 
horse pond. Indeed, such an outcry was 
made about tho m atter th a t tbe m inis­ 
try became very unpopular, aud the 
law was not enforced after tw o or three 
years, and was largely modified iu 1743, 
after seven years’ t r ia l. — Popular bci- 
ence M onthly.

THE USE OF COCAINE. 


H o rse Trainers and Jockeys Find It Usa* 
ful M a Bracer For Their N a g s. 
W ithin a reoent period cocaine bat 
oome into use on th e race track as a 
itim u la n t Horae« that are worn and ex 
hfinsted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given 10 to 15 grains of 
cocaine by the needle under tho ekin at 
the tim e of starting, or a few m om ent! 
before. 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
▼eritable muscular delirium follow s, in 
wbinh tho horse displays nnusual speed 
and often unexpectedly w ins the race. 
T his agitation continues, and the driver 
has difficulty in “ slow ing dow n” tb s 
horse after the race is over; not unfr* 
queutly the horse w ill go half w ay rouwi 
again before ho can be stopped. The *»*• 
haustion w hich follow s is not m arko^ 
except in the great thirst and loss o i ap­ 
petite. 
Som etim es diarrhea and trem* 
bling follow . Bnt good grooms give un­ 
usual attention tn rubbing nnd bathing 
the legs in hot water and stdmulanta 
The general effect on the feorse is d® 
pression, from which he soon recovers, 
hut it is found essential to g iv e cocaine 
•gain to make sure of his speed. 
The 
action of cocaine grow s more transient 
as the use increases, and w hen a long 
period of scoring follow s before the race 
begins drivers give «second dose secret­ 
ly w h ile in the saddle. 
Som etim es th« 
horse becomes delirious and unm anage­ 
able and leaves the track in a w ild 
frenzy, often k illing the driver, or bt 
drops dead on the track from oocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 20 grains at a 
tim e, but this is dangerous and only 
given to worn out anim als, w ho may by 
this means w in a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary stim ulant for the 
time. 
It is claim ed tlmt the flashing 
eyes and trem bling excitem ent of the 
horse are strong evidence of the u*e of 
aneaina.— Cincinnati Enquirer.

Years A go H ad 
Rome P ractical C onvenience*. 
In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating- these 
heaters and found them to bo as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diameter aud nearly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat licmi- 
epherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inclu s 
In diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells aro connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the spaco between 
the shells, thus forming a water tub« 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater und was placed ou the grate 
through au ope ning 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
email openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.8 inches above the grate. 
The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
Inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
•hell rises from a water tube grate to 
au opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.0 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 


1 ltohers known as the Paul Revere pat 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
lias been suggested that these utensils 
may have s**rved at some time to heat 
w ine us well as water, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one of the tcrmpodi 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pompeii.—Boston Transcript

Professor Max Muller of Oxford, in a 
recent lecture, culled attention to the 
largest book in the world, the wonder­ 
ful Kutli Daw. 
It consists of 729 parts 
in the shape of whtfe marble plates, 
covered with inscriptions, each plat« 
built with a temple of brick. It is found 
near the old priest city of Mandalay, in 
Burma, and this temple city of more 
than 700 pagodas virtually makes up 
this monster book—the religious codex 
of tire Buddhists. It is written in P all 
Rather strange to say, it is not an an 
cient production, but its preparation 
was prompted by the Buddhistic i*rrty 
of this century. 
It w as < m ted in 1867 
by the command of Mindomiu, the sec­ 
ond of the last kings of Burma.—Home 
Journal.

As for tho prospect of making an in­ 
come, Dr. L e a v y says that veterinarians 
charge $2 a visit. The bureau of animal 
industry in the agricultural department 
at Washington pays inspectors f 1,400 
a year and assistants $1,200.

veterinary surgeons are employed at 
from $1,600 to $8,000, and nearly all 
city health departments employ gradu­ 
ates of veterinary college's as meat aud 
milk inspectors.

i n s GETTING EVEN. ' PLAYING TWO PARTS. 


a WAITER GIVES A CUSTOMER A LES­ 
SON IN IMPORTUNING. 


Boree Tnaimers and Jockeys Find It Use­ 
ful ae a Bracer For Their Nags. 
Within a recent period oocaine ha* 
oome into use on the race track as a 
•tim nlant Horse* that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given IO to 16 grains of 
oocaine by the needle under tho skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moment! 
before. 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
wbinh tho horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the driver 
bas difficulty in “ slowing down” tb* 
horse after the race is over; not unfre- 
queutly the horse will go half way rousri 
again before he can be stepped. The v*- 
bauHtion which follows is not marked 
except in the great thirst and loss of ap­ 
petite, Sometimes diarrhea and trem­ 
bling follow. But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot water and stiinnlanta 
The general effect on the horse is da 
pression, from which he soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocains 
again to make sure of his speed. The 
action of oocaine grows more transient 
as the nse increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before the race 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. Sometimes the 
horse becomes delirious and unmanage­ 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from oocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 20 grains at a 
time, but this is dangerous and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary stimulant for the 
time. It is claimed that the flashing 
eyes and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the u?e of

BEEN TWO MEN AT ONCE. 


The 4‘Prisoner of Zenda,” 44€or«lc»n Broth- 
er*44 and the "Lyon* Mall” Are I .ay# In 
Which It I# Neee##»ry For th© Star to 
Make These Qnick Chances. 


To be able to play two parts in the 
same piece—to portray, perhaps two 
characters of totally different caliber— 
is not an undertaking which many ac­ 
tors care to attempt. 
It is only the ex 
perienced artist who may attempt the 
feat with impunity, and even then, 
though be may apjtear to the audience 
to achieve his end without an effort, 
there are many mere difficulties in his 
path than inert tho eye or the habitual 
theater goer. 
Not only must the actor be possessed 
of no small amount of histrionic talent, 
but be must often call in tile aid of an 
understudy, whose duty it is to gull the 
onlooker into the belief that their favor­ 
ite is performing the impossible feat of 
being in two place s at one and the same 
time. For in nearly every play of such a 
character it is well nigh impossible for 
the author so to arrange his piece that 
the actor may never be called upon to 
be on the stage with his double. 
Any one w'ho has been to see ‘‘The 
Prisoner of Zenda” performed at the St. 
James theater, must have marveled at 
the lightning celerity with which Mr. 
George Alexander, a moment before the 
drunken king of Ruritauia, suddenly, 
as by some act of witchcraft, reappeared 
as Rudolf Rassendyll, clad in the’ ordi­ 
nary costume of the English tourist 
Then, to everyone’s "urp^iso, th?supine 
body of the king was carried in so that 
to all appearances Mr. Alexander wa# 
gazing upon his own person. In reality, 
of course, it was merely a lightning 
change, and the understudy had to be 
requisitioned to supply the person of the 
king. 
A more famous case of double imper­ 
sonation, however, is that of “ The Cor­ 
sican Brothers,” the first play perhaps 
in which Sir Henry Irving gave us a 
taste of bis wonderful talent. 
In the first act—to give a slight re­ 
sume of the play—the ghost of Louis, 
killed in a duel by a certain Chateau 
Renaud in the forest of Fontainebleau, 
appears to Fabien, his brother. The sec­ 
ond act takes us to Paris, and through 
varied incident to the death of Louis, 
Here Irving w as Louis. 
In the third act, however, it Is Fabien 
who is once more before us, who has 
constituted himself the avenger of his 
brother’s death. 
He meets Chateau 
Renaud and demands satisfaction. Re­ 
naud is worsted aud falls to the ground. 
Then suddenly the ghost of Louis ap­ 
pears, and, to personate the spirit of 
the dead man, Irving had had to fly to 
the wings, make his w*ay below tho 
stage aud take his stand upon the trap, 
which conveyed him upward to the 
gaze of the thrilled spectators. 
How was it done? The audience was 
amazed. 
Yet the explanation is com­ 
paratively simple; Irving stepped be­ 
hind a “ property” tree. 
His “ double” 
instantly filled his plaoe, taking good 
care not to face the audience when it 
was necessary for him to confront the 
ghost Hence the lightning change from 
mortal to spirit and the resultant be­ 
wilderment of the beholders. 
Neither is the “ Corsican Brothers” 
the only play in which Irving has con­ 
trived to tako a double part and yet 
nonplus tho audience by the adroitness 
of bis metamorphosis. 
Those who are familiar with the 
“ Lyons Mail” will doubtless remem­ 
ber the most telling scene in the play. 
Here Du Lose, the murderer, is in an 
attic, gazing down upon the prepara­ 
tions being made for the execution of 
the innocent Lesurques—whose likeness 
to the real murderer has brought him 
to such a terrible pass—an expression 
of horrible glee upon his face, clapping 
his hands as ho sees the apparently 
doomed luau step forward to his death. 
But bis exultation is premature. Le- 
surques is reprieved, and the crowd 
suddenly catches eight of the villainous 
face of the real murderer at the attio 
window. 
The door of the room is bat­ 
tered in. Behind it stands Dubose. The 
wretch is dragged from his refuge, aud 
as they do so Irving-Lesurques coolly 
walks in upon the scene of turmoil. 
The door of the attio is made to open 
inward, thus shutting Irving-Duboso 
from view of the auditorium. In a mo­ 
ment be slips through a trap. 
His 
“ double” takes his plaoe, to be hustled 
unceremoniously by the crowd of “ su­ 
pers,” whose duty it is also to conceal 
the man’s face in case the fraud should 
bo discovered. 
Irving-Lesurques can 
hen come on in his new role. 
But an actor has been known to play 
two parts without the assistance of a 
dummy. 
Iu a certain play it was the duty of 
the hero to leap out of the window of 
his room and to enter from a door ou tho 
opposite side of the stage clad in differ­ 
ent clothes, though otherwise tho same. 
This, however, was juggling pure 
and simple. The actor dropped into his 
second dress in much the same way as 
an 
American 
fireman is reputed to 
jump into his aliform. The costume 
consisted of but one piece with a patent 
fastening down the back 
and as he 
leaped through the wiudow frame he 
limpid into hi© clothes, which, so to 
speak, shut behind him aud left him re­ 
habilitated. 
Neither is tho part of the understudy 
one to be given to any ordinary “ super” 
from the muss of warriors, countrymen 
aud the like that go to make up a stage 
crowd. He must be possessed of no 
slight amount of adaptability aud smart­ 
ness to enable his principal to go through 
his arduous task without a hitch,*— 
Pearson*s Weekly.

This double faculty is-, however, 
much more frequently met with among 
butchers and sailors than in any other 
walks of life.

ANCIENT WATER HEATERS. 


People Two Thousand Year* Ago Had 
Nome Practical Convenience*. 
In two of tho museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of tlie w ater tulle, the crown 
tog feature of modem boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years aga 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Gin 
ciuuati has been investigating these 
heaters and found them to be as inter 
estiug as they are beautiful. One of 
them consists of an outer shell 12 
inches in diameter aud nearly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat bomi 
spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
Is an internal clyindor, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is IO inches 
in diameter aud 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells am connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet brouze, roll* ii and soldered oar 
brazed. These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tubs 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
beater and was placed on the grata 
through an opening 4,8 inches high aud 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fir® 
escaped into tile outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.8 inches above the grate. 
The 
whole apparatus was raised about Iii 
Inches on a tripod so ag to allow air to 
retch the fu* L 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
•bell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at tbs widest part, 17.8 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high, its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
I Hi hers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, all hough, of course, it is much 
larger mid Im* a top clos* d by a lid. 
it 
hasbeen suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wino asw ell as water, which nugget 
lion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Ponqsnians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one cif the tcrtnpodi 
or cafes, of which there wore several in 
Pompeii.—Boston Transcript

Seve» U woin< a are planning this fall 
I*, ento* the New York College of Veir 
rn nary Surgeons, with a view'of taking 
tho throe years’ course mid qualifying 
wu h the degree of D. V. S. 
They will form tho first woman’s 
class to a veterinary college in this 
country, though Prance has one gradu­ 
ate and there aren few* in Germany 
and Russia. 
The names of five young women have 
already been enrolled in tho institution, 
aud letters of inquiry are being received 
from others every day. Dr. E. N. Leary 
has been assigned by t ho faculty to form 
the class. 
From tho letters which Dr. Leary has 
ired it appears that most of (ne 
young women who intend to study will 
cU» so with the idea of earning a living. 
As fur tho prospect of making an in­ 
come, Dr. Leary says that veterinarians 
charge $2 a visit. The bureau of animal 
industry in the agricultural department 
at Washington pays inspectors $1,400 
a year and assistants $1,200. 
In 87 
state agricultural 
stations 
veterinary surgeons are employed at 
from $1, 500 to $8,000, and nearly all 
city health departments employ gradu­ 
ates of veterinary colleges as meat and 
milk inspectors. 
No woman is now 
employed in these places. 


Dress Reform, 
The women who long for emancipa­ 
tion, yet who cannot bring themselves 
to appear in abbreviated skirts or Turk­ 
ish trousers, can at least help tho good 
caus*; along by making a practical pro­ 
ps! against the slavish observance of 
prevailing fashions. 
The women w ho impress us as being 
always suitably attired arc seldom ar­ 
rayed in garments made according to 
the latest mode. 
Their choice in dress 
is usually governed by fitness and mod­ 
eration. It may make very little differ­ 
ence to out* who by reason of wealth or 
social position is a recognized leader of 
fociety, if her taste in dress is charac­ 
terized merely by refinement aud sim­ 
plicity, but it does make a great deal of 
difference to her poorer or more timid 
sister, who has been accustomed to look 
upon wealth as the basis of social dis­ 
tinct ion or who has not tho moral cour­ 
age to dress w ithin her means. 
No woman is exactly th*; keeper of 
another's conscience, but she should at 
least help the great work of education 
by living as if the soul were “ more 
than raiment, ” aud not a th in g to be 
satisfied by a mousquetajre sleeve or 
godet plaits. —Housekeeper.

The 
swelling continued until the veins of 
the leaves burst and considerable liquid 
flowed out. 
This was caused by too 
much water at the roots aud an over 
supply in the air. 
Tho leaves wore not 
able to give off the water supplied from 
the roots and stalks, and tho congested 
condition of the leaves and subsequent 
bursting of the veins was a true type 
of a dropsical condition.—New York
